The most unfortunate statement of the 
Robertson Register is that in regard to the 
premium hogshead bought in Clarksville at 
18c and shipped to our tobacco fair. This 


hogshead, shipped by Mr. B. K. Gold, of 


Clarksville, was entered by the Pickett To- 
bacco Warehouse, July 8th, as No. 7812, 
and, receiving the second premium, was bid 
off at $27, and not at $16 per 100 pounds; 
not by a Clarksville buyer, but by Messrs. 
Hale, Buckner & Co., of Paducah, Ky. 
That a hogshead of tob should 

at our breaks $9 per 100 pounds over 
Clarksville cost is a fair illustration of the 
two markets. The Robertson Register 


winds up his article with a hogshead of 


trash, said to have cost in Clarksville $1 25 
and sold here at $1 per 100 pounds. This 
may be a truthful and certainly it is a 
trashy statement, but we doubt not the 
hogshead was bought in Clarksville ina 
totally damaged and rotten condition, as it 
appeared here. Trash in sound order is 
worth here from $3 to $5 per 100 pounds. 

We know but of one item that speaks in 
favor of the Clarksville market, and that 
is merely its convenient location for the 
tobacco growers of Christian, Todd, 
Logan, and adjoining counties. The 
farmer, in bringing his crop to market, 
saves time and traveling expenses. 

But, without mentioning the great sacri- 
fice he suffers in allowing the speculator in 
Clarksville to pocket the margin between 
that and the Louisville market, he will, for 
lost time and traveling expenses, be more 
than repaid by being able to purchase his 

, dry goods, etc., at a lower range 
of prices than Clarksville merchants ean 
' afford to sell at. 

Our tobacco year commenced on the Ist 
of November with five extensive ware- 
houses, viz:: The Pickett, Louisville, 
Ninth-strect, Planters’ and the Farmers’, 
and we are now prepared to handle from 


75.000 to 80,000 hogsheads per year. Our 


estimate of receipts from this year’s crop is 
60,000 hogsheads. The Western States and

The P@llard-Grant A ffair—Excitement 
Caused by the Murder—Reficctions 
on the Tragedy. 

[ Correspondence of the Courier-Journal. ] 
RicuMonp, Va., Nov. 26, 1863. 
The public journals apd the telegraph have 
doubtless informed you of the recent unfortu- 
nate affair here which resulted in the killing of 

Mr. H. Rives Pollard, the editor of the South- 

ern Opinion, by young Grant, who is alleged 

to have shot Pollard from a window on account 
of an article which appeared in the Opinion. 

The excitement has been intense end the affair 

the only topic in all circles since it occured. 
Every now and then the public is startled by 

the report of some extraordinary tragedy, in 
which cool ferocity and systemaiic intent to 
destroy crop out in a most remarkable manner. 

The civilization of the age, the peace societies, 

the frowns of the world, and all of the safe- 

guards which society can throw around men 
does not seem to have checked violence nor 
produced self-control. 


The unfortunate Pollard-Grant affair is a 
striking instance of the unhealthy state of 
ublic monals. —— feeling himself and the 
onor of his family tarnished by an article in 
& paper, Fiche 8 a and carries out a 
cool, deliberate plan of killing the offender. 
He usks no aaeiian demands no retrac- 
tion and does not give an opportunity for 
an apology.

Pollard, by his want of a proper considera- 
tion for the feelings and rights of individuals, 
had rendered himself exceedingly obnoxious 
and offensive, and was regarded with unkind- 
ness by many as a dangerous man. He was 
not deficient in personal courage, always went 
armed to the teeth, said and wrote whatever 
his temper prompted, and had grown to be a 
terror tothe quiet peojile of Richmond. All 
of this, however, does not exculpate Grant. 
it sometimes happens that a man becomes 
euch a desperado in a community that there is 
no longer any peace with him in it, and the 
people rise en masse and lynch him out of sheer 
self-preservation.’ This was not the case with 
Pollard; he was simply an extremely disagree-

On the contrary, 
he prepares himself with the care of a profes- 
sional murderer, arms and fortifies himself, 
and awaits, secure from surprise or attack, 
and without giving Pollard a ghost ofa chance 
for his life, shoots him down. 

Now, instead of this method of »rocedure, 
if he had upon seeing the offensive article, 
called on Pollard and politely but firmly said, 
‘Mr. Pollard, here is an articlé which reflects 
sericusly upon a lady of my family; it does me 
and mine a grievous wron lam unwilling to 
believe that it has been done A ou or with 
ata sanction with the deliberate intention of 
njuring me, and I would therefore request 
that you settle this matter by disclaiming 
in ‘eo ae issue any intention of 
insult express to me your regrets 
that it should have occurred and offer your 
apologies."’ This would have given Pollard a 
chance to have acted like a gentleman, and an 
opportunity of getting out of an u ly afiair 
with honor. If after thus approaching Pol- 
lard he refuses to give Grant any satifaction, 
there was then clearly but one thing for Grant 
to do, and that was simply to send Pollard a 
cartel and have their friends arrange for a 


meeting. Grant did nothing of the kind. He | 


chose another method, which was certain! 
neither brave discreet, nor macnani- 
mous. He preferred to be no better than a 
common assassin. This was not a case in 
which one man is authorized or would be jus- 
tified in killing another wherever he could 

find him. It was arous, it was horrible, 
and the Practice of such methods of redress 
should be discountenanced by all good men 
The example to the youth of the country is 
most pernicious and hurtful. It is unjustifi- 
able, and cannot be palliated. 

It should be the aim of the oung men of 
the country toayoid such acts of violence. Asa 
general ryle it 1s always well to give your ene- 
my a chance to get out of a = with honor, 
leave him a loop-hole, give him an es ey rtuait 
of explanation or retraction; and when all ef- 
forts to bring him to terms peaceably have 
failed, then you must have him ont with pis- 
tols and coffee some a “oo (get your 
breakfast first), or threatens your 
life, and swears he _ will kill 
on sight, why then you have nothing to do 
kill bim before he does you. These po trae 
cies, though, are rare, and should never occur 
among well- bred men. There are few affairs 
of honor which cannot be arranged satisfacto- 
rily and with honor by cool heads and strong 
oe tke cet : py een business — 
end; itis a blot and a disgrace upon onr people.
